DRAGON ISSUES ORDER 


County

ted Over State.

CITY, Sept. 
l l . — 
The Invisible Empire laid aside its 
invisibility 
today 
in 
Oklahoma 
submitting to the edict of Gov. J 
C. Walton against masked parades 
and meetings. 
All members of the 
Ku 
Klux 
Klan in the state have orders from 
the grand dragon of tin* Oklahoma 
rea*lm that masks must not longer 
be worn in public. 
The unmasking of the klan left 
Governor Walton in command ol 
the field in his war on the secret 
organization to which he attributes 
floggings and other mob outrages 
but it was not without violent pro­ 
test that state officials of the klan 
decided to bow to his ultimatum. 
Grand Dragon N. C. Jewett made 
it plain that only the 
governor's 
threat of martial law for commun­ 
ities in which masked demonstra­ 
tions are held led to the decision 
to discard robes and hoods in pub­ 
lic. The klan meeting at Bristow 
was the first to unmask under the 
governor’s orders. 
“ Our robes have been left 
be­ 
hind because we do not want to 
give the governor an 
excuse for 
martial law in Creek county," said 
Rev. W. O. Beech, pastor of the 
Baptist church at Bristow in ad. 
dressing the meeting. 
Basil E. Newton 
of Atlanta, a 
national lecturer for the klan. who 
delivered a public address declar­ 
ed 
that 
klanstnen 
in 
Oklahoma 
would 
not resist 
"tho czar.” but 
would satisfy themselves with ac 
tion at the next election. 
Proclamation Issued 
In 
a 
formal 
proclamation 
the 
executive ordered all state and lo­ 
cal authorities to disperse masked 
demonstrations 
of 
gatherings 
of 
persons masked or otherwise 
dis 
guised, the proclamation declared: 
“Are deemed to he violations ol 
the constitution and laws of the 
state of Oklahoma and constituted 
the crime of disturbing the peace 
and riot or rout and unlawful as 
solubly and are hereby forbidden.’ 
Three terms are required of the 
klan, the governor announced. 
First: 
The 
klan 
shall 
unmask 
and cease demonstrations of such 
naiure as to alarm and disturb the 
public peace of a community. 
Second: Flogging parties, threats 
intimidations and 
unlawful 
active 
ties must be banned. 
Third. Tho klan must ceas< 
to 
exercise, or attempt to exercise, any 
influence over municipal and coun­ 
ty officials, juries and courts 
These measures will be* applicable 
to all other secret organizations 
well as the klan, the governor said. 
All reports leading to the belief 
that 
local 
governments 
have 
be­ 
come subservient to the organiza 
tion will be promptly investigated 
and upon the establishing of suf­ 
ficient proof such cities or coun* 
ties will Im’ placed under military, 
law until such time as constitution­ 
al government shall have been re. 
stored.

will be ready to be presented to 
the people before the time of the 
presidential conventions next sum­ 
mer, it was announced today by Dr. 
David Friday, form er president of 
Michigan 
Agricultural 
college, di­ 
rector of the research council of 
the National 
Transportation 
In­ 
stitute. 
Dr. Friday declared th a t govern­ 
ment ownership, railway valuation 
and ‘'watered stock," and freight 
rates are urgent problems on which 
the public must be enabled to form 
decisions within 
the 
next 
nine 
months. Congress will attack vital 
railway legislation this winter, he 
asserted, while government owner­ 
ship he believes, is likely to be an 
issue in the presidential campaign 
of 1924. 
“These 
railroad 
questions have 
been divided by the research coun­ 
cil into seven subjects of research,"' 
Dr. Friday stated. “ Upon them the 
public is altogether unprepared to 
judge. It is of the highest Import­ 
ance that a survey, not connected 
with political agitation, be made in 
time to provide reliable data for 
our future railroad program ." 
The seven subjects for research 
are: 
Study of railway rates with ref­ 
erence to am ount invested in roads; 
effects of transportation costs on 
prices, especially of farm products; 
distribution of freight rates on the 
geographical distribution of indus­ 


t r y ; 
relative efficiency of private 
and government owned roads; rela­ 
tion of investm ent in railroad se­ 
curities to value 
of 
properties; 
study and review of Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission 
valuation 
of 
roads. 
“F reight rates and the grow th of 
transportation 
costs 
as 
com pared 
with the general price level are 
pressing problems," Dr. F riday de­ 
clared. “ The public has a complex 
problem on the whole subject of 
datered stock. The am ounts involv­ 
ed 
will 
be 
definitely determ ined 
and set forth in dollars and cents. 
The Institute will attem pt to sub­ 
stitute a clear understanding for 
a blind prejudice which now ex­ 
ists on a little understood subject. 
"As there probably will be no 
legislative proposals to exclude in­ 
crease in land values from the In­ 
terstate Commerce Commission val­ 
uation of railroads, we propose th a t 
the council determ ine w hat am ounts 
were included for land donated to 
the roads; fo r lands purchased by 
th© roads, and the original cost of 
those purchased lands. The public 
then could compare the am ounts in­ 
volved with the increases in value 
of farm lands and city real estate 
"In addition to these trem endous 
problems it *is my opinion that the 
country will in the near future be 
called upon to decide w hether our 
railroads shall continue under pri­ 
vate ownership and m anagem ent or 
w hether we shall have governm ent 
ownership and operation. It seems 
not unlikely at this time that the 
political campaign of 1924 will be 
fought largely upon this issue."
